: Renevol. ne was n of a 
worthy Family. His Father was a Gentle- 
man of a deſerving Character. He was a 
LED Churchman and a ſteady Loyaliſt. 
d was as much beloved for his e 
| an 
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and generous Diſpoſition, as he was 
eſteemed for his prudent Management and 
Doonan, in his private Affairs. He had 
but a ſmall Eſtate wherewith to bring up 
= — ous Family ; and therefore placed 
all his Sin in ſome honeſt and creditable 
Employment. PritoTaEvs was his eldeſt, 
and appearing to be a Youth of a grave 
and ſober Genius, mixt with a natural Vi- 
vacity z the Father took care to cultivate | 
and improve his promiſing Parts, and de- 
ſtined him for a Scholar. For though the old 
Gentleman was not himſelf a Manof Letters, 
yet he rightly judged, that the Purſuit of 
Learning requires a decent Competency ; 
and that ſome Eſtate ſets a Clergyman above 
Contempt, and, by enabling him to do ge- 
nerous Actions, renders his pious Labours 
more ſucceſsful. And beſides this, he uſed 
often to lay (as I have heard from his Son) 
that, as it was an Honour to any Family 
to have a Son in the Miniſtry; fo he thought 
they could not ſhew a greater Reſpect to 
the Church, than by dedicating their Firſh- - 
born to the Service of Religion. 5 
The young Prornzus made ſuch a 
Proficiency. i in the School where his Father 
had placed him, that he was early qualified 
to paſs an Examination at the College: But 
his Father, with the Advice of his Maſter, 
deferred ſending him thither till he had

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paſſed his ſeventeenth Year : for as the 


Schoolmaſter obſerved, the laſt Year which

mons in the Univerſity Church. Thus hie 


became exemplary to his Equals, and his 


affable and inoffenſive Behaviour made him 
beloved by them: Whilſt his Modeſty and 

HFumility, joined to his Studiouſneſs and 
Sobriety, ſoon drew on him the Eyes and 

- Favour of his Superiors; who frequently 


conferred on him A Marks of

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During the long Vacation, he uſually 


went every Year to viſit his Father: But 
yet did not follow the Example of many 
young Students, who look upon that Time 
as ſer apart folety for Sports, Viſits, and 
trifling Amuſements. | Inſtead. of this, he 


uſually employed his Mornings in proſe- 
cuting, with his Book and his Pen, thofe 
Studies he had begun at College. And 
when he viſited, he took care to frequent 


the Company of Perſons of the moſt Learn- 
ing and Ingenuity which the Neighbour- 


hood afforded; that their improving Con- 
verſation might make ſome Amends for the 


Loſs of thoſe Inſtructions which at other 


Times he received in the Univerſity. 


At the End of four Years he took his 
firſt Degree of Bachelor of Arts: But the 


Degree itſelf did not confer ſo much Honour

His Inclination of reſiding for ſome time in 
the Univerſity, and the Deſire he had of 
uus his Father of the conſtant Exponec : 
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of his Education, made hin «cadily give 


in to this Propoſal: upon which he was 8 


honourably choſen Fellow of the College, 


by the unanimous Votes of all who were 


concerned in the Election. 


When he arrived at the full Age of 


Twenty-three, which the Canons require as

ſirous „ before he undertook fo great a 
aw” : "SRO 
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Charge, to furniſh himſelf with a more 
compleat Knowledge of the Truth and Ex- 
cellency of Chriſtianity, and to be fully 
ſatisfied in the Religion and Polity of the 
Church of England; that he might not be 


at a Loſs in giving a ready Account of the — 


Faith that was in him, in proving the Truth 

of Chriſtianity againſt Infidels, and in De- 

85 che Church of England againſt all 
who oppoſe it. 

There was a venerable old Gentleman, 
named PHILOPHILus, who whilſt he was 
alive honoured me with his Acquaintance : 
He has been dead ſome time: He was ſeve- 
ral Years older than ParLoTHEus; he was 

Fellow of the fame College, and was one of 
thoſe who voted for him when he was 
chofen into that Poſt. This Gentleman 


_ favoured Prm1LoTHEvs: firſt with his Patro- 


nage, and afterwards with a particular Inti- 
macy; from him it was that I learned theſe 
ſeveral Tranfactions that paſſed whilſt they 
both lived in that Houſe of Learning : He 


has told me, that he often preſſed Pn1Lo- 
THEUS to take holy Orders, and that he 


_ anſwered him in the Manner I have men- 
tioned; and told him, moreover, that he 
had no Notion of a Shepherd without a 
Flock: And though he would not condemn 
thoſe who, after they were entered into the 
Miniſtry, till reſide in the Colleges only 
; _ they ts tollow their — Studies: 
vet, 
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yet, as for his own Part, he reſolved, as 
foon as ever he ſhould take the Caſſock, to 
ſtir up the Gift that was given bim by be 
Impoſition of Hands, and to enter imme- 
diately upon ſome Cure of Souls. 
Alfter he had ſtudied the Principles of his 
Religion, and the chief Points of Chriſtia- 
nity in a general View; he then ſet himſelf 
profeſſedly to conſider the Faith and Wor- 
ſhip of a Member of the Church of England. 
UH He laid before him the Y Birty- nine Articles 
„/, Religion; and then endeavoured firſt 
throughly to make himſelf Maſter of the 
Terms in which each Article is framed, that 
he might fully underſtand the Senſe and 
Meaning of the Church; and afterwards 
he compared all the Aſſertions that he there 
found with the written Word of Gop, that 
be might judge for himſelf, whether there 
woes any Diſagreement between what the 
Church of England holds, and what the 
Scriptures teach. Fow how, would he 
_ «© ſay, can any one ſubſcribe to theſe Ar- 
tieles, at his Entrance into the Miniſtry, 
* and allow them to be agreable to Gop's 
% Word, if he have not firſt ſeriouſly and 
« diligently compared them therewith ?” 
For the ſame weighty Reaſon, when he 
had read over the Homilies of our Church, 
which are ſpecially acknowledged and re- 
commended in the Article, and contain, 
beſides FE and uſeful Diſcourſes, a 
_ 
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fuller Explanation of ſome Doctrines of our 
Religion; he carefully peruſed the Book of 
Common Prayer, which muſt not only be 
allowed as lawful, but be conſtantly uſed 
by every Miniſter of our Church: And 
after this Peruſal, he ſaw Reaſon ſufficient 
to make him declare, that the Objections 
made againſt it were unjuſtifiable, ſince it 
was exactly conformable to the holy Scrip-- 
tures, and could be well defended by the 
Practice of the primitive Church. ; 
When he had gone thro” this laborious 


Fr Taſk, he came to his worthy Friend, and, 


with an Air of Complacency and Modeſty 
told him, he was now willing to comply 
with what he had formerly importuned him 


to; for that he had taken what Pains he 


could to qualify himſelf for that difficult

HILOTHEUS ſeemed very well atisBed 
with this Propoſal, and was not wanting 
in gratefully acknowledging the friendly 
Care of: PniLopniLUs ; but he was ſome- 
thing inquiſitive after the Character of the 
Rector whoſe Curate he was to be, His 
Collegue informed him that Eusurvus was 
_ devout, ſtudious, and learned; that he con- 
ſtantly reſided in his Pariſh, and had for 
many Years performed the Duty of a care- 
ful and vigilant Paſtor, without any one to 
aſſiſt him: But that now, being in Tears, 
he was, deſirous of taking ſome deſerving 
ng Gentleman into his Houſe, to eaſe 
5 him of Part of his Burden. 
Our young Student no ſooner heard his | 
Friend's Account, but he Interrupted him 
With a viſible Appearance of Joy. Ho 
: © happy 
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4 happy am I like to be, ſays he, under 
1 the Eye of ſo valuable a Man! His 
„Learning and Experience will direct my 
4 Studies, inſtruct me in the Paſtoral

He from this Moment grew impatient 
of ſettling himſelf in a Place, from whence - 
he expected ſo much Improvement and

the Miniſtry contrary to the expreſs Rules 
and conſtant Practice of the Church. As 
to the Candidate for Orders who exhibits 
ſuch a falſe Title, he is guilty of a compli- 
cated Fault; he helps to over-ſtock the 
Church with a larger Number of Clergy 
than ſhe can employ or maintain, and this 
muſt neceſſarily render the Miniſtry con- 
temptible : He aims at obtaining a ſacred 
Function by the means of a Lie, and, as 


my good Friend uſed to ſay upon this Oc- 


caſion, he commits the worſt kind of Si- 
mony, whilſt he acts as if the Gift of Gop, 
which may not be purchaſed with Money, 
might be lawfully procured by Falſhood

But as he had determined to begin every 
Day with this Exerciſe, and ſo to read the 
whole Bible through from the Beginning 
to the End, he rather choſe to read it 
in his Mother Tongue, and in that Tranſ- 
lation which is uſed in the Church, Which 
by this means growing familiar to him, he 
was the readier in citing Texts as Occaſion 
offered either in private or in the Pulpit.

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- vulgar Tranſlation, occur readily to him: 
And this made Paitotaevs ſay, that he 
defired the original Text of the Scriptures | 

ſhould be in his Head and in his Heart, 

but that the Engiiþ Bible ſhould be always 
In his Hands.

| Biſhop of the Dioceſe who deſired to ſpeak 
with him. This at firſt a little ſtartled him;

which might lay him under his Dioceſan's 
Diſpleaſure, he prepared himſelf to wait on 
his Lordſhip. 

This truly reverend Prelate was a Man 
of great Piety and Learning: In him there 
was a proper Mixture of the Humility of

When the Afﬀairs of the Nation did not 
require his Preſence in Parliament, he uſu- 
ally reſided at his Epiſcopal Palace, which 
was advantageouſly ſeated near the Middle 
of his Dioceſe. By this Means he the more 
readily came to know the Condition of his 
Churches and the Character of his Clergy. 
He was very cautious in conferring Orders 
and granting Licences to Curates. A Teſ- 


7 timonial in the uſual Form was not Satis- 


factory 
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factory to him, unleſs he was equally fatis- 
\ fied with the Characters of thoſe who ſigned 
it; and if he had any Reaſon to ſuſpect 
that any Impoſition was deſigned, he took 
Care by his Archdeacon or Chaplains to 
ſift out the Matter, before he would admit 
the Candidate into Orders. He as much 
as poſſible diſcouraged Falſe Tiles, both in 
exclaiming againſt them in his paſtoral 
Charges and in private Converſation, If 
he miſtruſted any thing of that kind, when 
young Men offered themſelves to be or- 


dained, or any thing that ſavoured of Si- 


mony or a corrupt Contract, when a Cler- 
gyman came for Inſtitution ; he would ex- 
amine the Party in a grave but tender man- 
ner, exhorting him to deal ingenuouſly, and 
declaring, and ſhewing him the hainous Sin- 
fulneſs of ſuch Practices. He had by his 
own Induſtry compoſed, and written with 
his own Hand, a regular Notitia of his whole 


| Dioceſe, wherein every Living, Church 


and Chapel, was ſet down in a regular Me- 
thod, with the Names of the reſpective 
Patrons, Incumbents, Curates and Lec- 

turers, where there were any; their Ages 
and Degrees; by whom and when ordained 


and inſtituted; what other Preferments theß 


had; the reputed Value of each Living; 
and the Salary of every Curate. He had, 
beſides this, another Book, of a more pri- 
„ „„ vate 
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vate Nature, in which were contained in an 
alphabetical Order the- Names of all the 
_ Clergy, with private Marks annexed, which 
comprehended their Characters as to Piety, 
Sobriety, Induſtry and Learning. By this 
Means he had always his whole Dioceſe in 
his View, which appeared to him as a large 


Family which he thought himſelf in Duty 


3 to look after, and in ſome degree 
to provide for. The Candidates for Orders 
were always examined either by himſelf or 
in his Preſence, not only : as to their Skill in 
Languages, but likewiſe as to their Know- 
ledge in the Principles of Religion; and 
their Proficiency he took Care to minute 


down in his Alphabet, that he might have 


a Rule, whereby to judge of the Improve- 
ment they afterwards made. He called his 


boy Clergy his Sons, and never but on very 


extraordinary Reaſons beſtowed any of the 
Preferments in his own Gift upon any but 


tthoſe of his own Dioceſe. He never en- 


couraged Recommendations, for he himſelf 
beſt knew his Clergy and what they de- 
ſerved; and he was never backward in re- 
_ warding them. He knew the real Worth 
of EvsuLvs, and had a great Regard for 
him. He had conceived a very good Opi- 
nion of PHiLoTHEUs, and took Care by 
Proper and priv ate Inquiries to be convinced 
that he was not miſtaken,

any common Diſtemper, not beyond the 
Depth of hers or her Huſband's Skill, one or 
both of them viſited them, and ſupplied them 
with Phyſic : and where Caſes proved more 
difficult or dangerous, if the Var; 

Circumſtances, | ParLoTHEUS 
was ſeldom wanting in procuring better

with. I will therefore begin without Cere- 
mony.—As he was regular and uniform 
during that long Space of Time, I think it 
better to range my Diſcourſe in ſome kind 
of Method, and ſpeak of his Behaviour 
under ſeveral diſtinct Heads, that I may 
not afterwards- have Occaſion to interrupt 
the Narrative, when I come to an hiſtorical 
Account of what happened to him in the | 
future Courſe of his Life, 

I ſhall begin with that which was uppers 
moſt in his Thoughts, his Pariſh- Church. 


The Repairs of the Chancel lay upon him, 


and he was never wanting in doing it ſub- 
ſtantially. He kept the Windows well 
5 and cleaned; had the Stone Paveæ- 
ment, which was ſunk and: uneven. by the 
frequent Burials which had formerly been 
there, taken up, and handſomely laid and 
amended. He ordered the Rails of the 

Communion, Table, which were much ſhat- 


tered, to be removed, and decent new ones 


to be placed in their Stead. The Walls 
were kept always clean and white; and he 
cauſed ſome ancient Monuments, hut had 
been there erected to the Memory of his 
8 4 Pious 
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pious Predeceſſors, to he bruſhed up and re- 
treſhed, that the Memorials of the Righteous 
might not periſn. When this was done, he 
took Care that it ſnould be conſtantly ſwept 
and duſted;;z- for though he had no ſuper- 
ſtitious Notions. of any. Holineſs inherent in 
theſe Buildings, yet he was of Opinion that 
Places dedicated to the more immediate 
Service of Gop, and uſed for the Celebra- 
tion of his folemn Worſhip, ſhould be kept 
with the greateſt Cleanlineſs and Decency, 
and have no Appearances of Dm or 
Impurity about them. 5 
The Pariſhioners could not but be pleaſed 
with this Improvement, which diſcovered 


9 to them that their Rector was not a worldly- 
minded Man; and from that and other In- 


ſtances of Generoſity, they found he would 
do good in the Pariſh. And what he had 
here done, put them upon raiſing a Rate 


to repair and beautify the Church, at te 


Encouragement of EusEBIus, who! pro- 
miſed, that, beſides his proportionable Share 
of the Expences, he would make them a 


1 Preſent of handſome Velvets for the Pulpit 


and the Communion-Table. When this was 
done, there was no Village in the Neigh- 
bourhood which could boaſt of a Church 
ſo clean and decent. 
This gave Pa1LoTHEVS. great Satisfac- 


tion, He had always one Key. of it in his 


own E 
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own Cuſtody, and frequently retited thither 
by himſelf, for the ſake no doubt'of Prayer 

or Meditation but what then paſſed was 
known only to Gop and himſelf. He would 
much oftener have read Prayers in his 
Church than he did, if he could have got 

a a ſufficient Number to have attended them; 


but the conſtant laborious Life of Farmers 


and Labourers would not allow them this 
Leiſure. On all the Saints-Days and Holy- 


. Days he conſtantly officiated, and the

Eſquire's Family and his own made 2 little | 


Congregation. 

On Sundays, the concealing of his Pariſh 
came to Church, and if any of the Families 
were abſent, it was his Cuſtom in tlie 
Evening to ſend to know how they did, 


which might be taken either as a kind En- 


He read 
the Service of the Church with a beeomin 

Seriouſneſs and Gravity, and laid his E 
phaſis with ſuch Propriety, as led the People

with a due Mixture of tender Freedom and 
commanding Authority. He ſeldom touch-

found had beſet them; and even then he

in which they had been educated, than to 
puzale their Heads with Diſputes they could 
not be ealily Maſters of; and he reſerved 
for his pri vate Converſation with particular 


* Perſons, the Anſwering any fallacious Ar- 


guments, which had been ſubtilly inſtilled 
into them with a Deſign to pervert them. 
be principal Topics of his Sermons 
were, the Being of a Gop and the Venera- 
tion due from Men to him: The Fall of 
Man: The Redemption of the World by 
Ixsus Cnnisr: The Neceſſity of Faith in 
him, and the equal Neceſſity of 8 
Works to make us acceptable to him: Obe- 
dience to the Law of Gop.: The Hap- 


pineſs of a religious Life: The Uncer-. | 


tainty of Life: The indiſpenſible Neceſſity 
of preparing for Death: And the Terrors 
and Solemnity of a future Judgment. He 
taught the reſpective Duties of Huſbands 
and Wives, Parents and Children, of

ſtant and zealous in their Prayers to Gop 
for a Bleſſing on their Endeavours. His 
Warnings againſt the too common Vices 
of Unchaſtity, Drinking, profane Curſing 
and Swearing, and Lying, were frequently* - 
repeated in the moſt preſſing Manner. On 
the great Feſtivals of the Church he uſually 
preached upon the myſterious Doctrines of 
our Religion then propoſed to our Conſt. 
deration, with practical Improvements upon 
them. And at proper Intervals, he ex- 
plained to them the Common Prayer, and 
pteſſed on them decent Behaviour in the 
Service of Gop. He gave them an Ac- 
count of the Inſtitution of the Chriſtian Sa- 
crament of Baptiſm, ſet before them the Ne- 
ceſſity of it, and the Benefits which were 
annexed to it; the Expediency and Decency 


of bringing their Children to the Church to 


receive it; and the Obligation which bound 
all who were baptized to live bel and 


Chtiſtian Lives. 


N He Aadmiiſtred the: Seeed of the 4 
_ Lonp's Supper every Month, and on the 
folemn Feſtivals; and took Care beforehand 1 


to exhort them frequently to communicate: 


he acquainted them with the firſt Inſtitution 
of it by our bleſſed Lox d, ſhewed them the 1 


myſtical Significancy of it, the Benefits that 
belonged to it, the Qualifications neceſlary - 


for devout amm, and the ſub-

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ſequent Behaviour neceſſary to thoſe who 


frequented the holy Table, Theſe, and 
ſuch like uſeful Subjects generally furniſhed 


him with Matter for his Diſcourſes: And in 
the Afternoon he catechized the Children,

Catechiſm; after which he made a plain 
familiar Diſcourſe upon ſome Part of it, 
and then by eaſy Queſtions endeavoured to 


find out, whether the bigger Sort of Chil- 
dren underſtood what he had been ſaying,

| able Way: and when he perceived any one 
1 of them more ſerious or ſenſible in his An- 


ſwers, he gave him proper Commendations, 
and encouraged him with a ſilyer Penny; and

It will not be improper here to mention 


the Care he took of learning Children to 


read. He always thought Ignorance to be 
the Mother of Irreligion and Vice, and not 


of Devotion; and therefore he concluded, 


that Children could not be expected to do

He often called at their Houſes, 
and choſe to do it at a Time when they were 
employed about their domeſtic Affairs, 
that he might the better obſerve their In- 
duſtry, and fee them act without Diſguiſe. 


When they were ſick, he was always feady 


to attend them, and to give them the Aſ- 
ſiſtance of his Prayers and paſtoral Direc- 
tions: He then dealt with them in the moſt 
humane and tender Manner; and though 
he never ſoothed them with falſe Hopes, 
or flattered them in their Faults; 'though _ 
he inculcated fervently the Doctrines of Faith 
and Repentance, and Reſignation to the Will 
of Gop; yet he was averſe to fill their Minds 
with Terrors, where it was not abſolutely 
neceſſary to rouſe then from their Stu- 
Pan: 

He was always glad to ſee ls Neighboark 
at his Houſe, and often invited ſome of the 
Families to dine with him; and then did not 


pretend to entertain them with Dainties, but 


gave them a decent and ſubſtantial Meal; 

and ſent them home well ſatisfied with their 
Reception, and generally better for the Ad- 
vices and Admonitions he had occeafionally

Some of his Pariſh lived at a oreat Diſ-

He behaved himſelf always towards them ©

He 
was cheerful, but never light and frothy; 
and k chem in good Humour, without

He vas a very good F riend to the poorer 
Sort, but would never allow them any 
weekly Penſions.

Management of EMIL IA, who, at ſet Hours, 


furniſhed his Table with plain and whole- 


ſome Food, the beſt of each Sort, which 
the Seaſon afforded : But as ſhe was very _ 


well ſkilled in Cookery, her Art introduced 


a pleaſing Variety in the moſt common Pro- 

_ viſions, and all was ſerved up with the &x- 
| atteſt Neatneſs and Decency. Her Side- 
board was decked with Liquors which were 
the Produce of her own Houſewifry. ; for 
theſe were what they themſelves generally 


made uſe of, as thinking foreign Produc- 


tions not ſo well adapted to Engliſh Con- 
ſtitutions. But ſhe had always in reſerve a 
Bottle of ſuch other Liquors, as ſhe thought 
would be more acceptable to their F riends:* 
They neither of them had any ſuperſti-

N Their Servants were ſuch as had been | 
. * choſen for their Honeſty and Induſtry, their 
1 | Cleanlineſs and Decency, and their Sobriety 
and Piety: And when they were provided 
with ſuch, they on their Side eſteemed them 
ns, to their Deſerts, and gave them 
proper Commendations and Encourage- 
ments. They inſtructed them in their Duty, 
— and inſtilled into them an high Senſe of Re- 
Feet They expected that their Buſineſs 
| + ſhould not be neglected, and laid before 
them a regular Method for the Manage- 
ment of all the Affairs of the Family. They 
gave their Orders with Mildneſs, which 
vere therefore cheerfully and willingly com- 
3 with. They paſſed over little Faults 
with grave — gentle Rebukes. They 
| looked upon them as their Fellow-Creatures, 
and when they were ill, took a tender and 
cCompaſſionate Care of them. They let them 
want for nothing that was fitting for them; 
and by theſe Means they were beloved by 
wer Servants, who were the more cautious

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not to offend or diſpleaſe them: And as 
nothing would have grieved them more, 
than to have been diſcharged from the Fa- 
mily; ſo no Whim or Caprice ever made 
Pnlorn kus or EAI e with ade 
ſerving Servant. 
They were both of tlie r Riſers, 
and the whole Family went to Bed in good 
1 — ſo that by this means the whole 
Houſe was orderly, and their Health and 
on ts was hereby preſerved.

. I ſhall conſider PRHILOTREUS, but i in/one 
more Light. He was a Friend, in a more 
extenſive Senſe, to all Mankind, as he ever 
wiſhed them well, and endeavoured to ſerve 
them. But what I would here hint at, is,
